FUTURE BRIGHTER 


In forecasting the future of American agriculture and in estimat­ 
ing the rapidity with which it is likely to recover, it is important to dis­ 
tinguish between the condition of many individual farmers and that ot 
agriculture as an industry. Thousands of individual farmers have lost 
the accumulations of a lifetime; thousands more are so heavily in debt 
that no probable pries recovery can save them. It is on these that 
attention has been focused. 
But another movement is going on that is attracting little atten­ 
tion. Every time a farm is foreclosed, the place of its ruined owner is 
taken by another, usually a young man, who begins as a tenant pay­ 
ing low rent, or as an owner at a low valuation and consequent low 


overhead expense. 
The ten-year deflation of agriculture has resulted in losses running 
into the billions. Some estimates run as high as $40,000,000,000. On the 
face of it, one would assume that recovery must be painfully slow. That 
does not necessarily follow. A great industrial concern which had its 
capital depleted to that extent would have to face the task of replacing 
a large part of that depleted capital out of future earnings. Agriculture, 
although a great industry, is an industry of small owners, and to a con­ 
siderable extent of changing owners. 
The greater part of the billions lost in the agricultural deflation has 
been charged off. It is the loss of the savings of the older generation 
and of holders of farm mortgages. Those losses will not have to be re­ 
couped before agriculture can recover. Most of them are gone and never 
will be replaced. Agriculture is more completely liquidated than any 
other Industry, and, with the coming of better times, its recovery will 
be correspondingly rapid. 
It is not easy to be philosophical about human misery, but neither 
the rural heartaches nor the agricultural losses of the last ten years can 
be made whole in the way they were incurred. The most that can be 
hoped for is that a national agricultural policy may be developed that 
will avoid a repetition of the history of the last decade. 
The agriculture of the future is In the hands of the young people 
on the farms. There has not been a time during the present century 
when that future was more promising, nor when the young man could

Japan sends thousands of soldiers in an attempt to 
force the Chinese into submission and surrender. An Italian Senator, 
advocate of disarmament, has published a four-part study of war and 
peace. But the Society of International Law has shown 
by statistics 
gathered from 3,421 years of the world’s history that through all those 
centuries there have been only 268 “peace years,” presumably when the 
clash of arms did not resound from some quarter of the globe. 
From the distant day beyond the confines of the Garden of Eden 
when Cain fell upon his brother, peace between man and man, between 
nation and nation, among all the nations of the earth has been an ideal 
and a dream. Ever and again human passions have hurled against one 
another thousands and thousads of thousands. Ever and again the vision 
of peace has been longed for most intensely after war, “since it Is his­ 
torically established that all previous attempts to organize a lasting peace 
have always followed particularly bloody, devasting conflagrations,” as 
the Italian Senator remarks. 
Against this the report of the Society of International Law states j 
that 8 ,0 0 0 peace treaties have been concluded in the past 3,421 years, J 
each to endure for an average of two years.

FUTURE BRIGHTER 


In forecasting the future of American agriculture and in estim at­ 
ing the rapidity w ith which it is likely to recover, it is im portant to dis­ 
tinguish between the condition of many individual farm ers and th a t 0 ! 
agriculture as an industry. Thousands of individual farm ers have lost 
the accumulations of a lifetime; thousands more are so heavily in debt 
that no probable pries recovery can save 
them . 
It is on these th a t 


attention has been focused. 
But another movement Is going on that is attracting little 
a tte n ­ 
tion. Every tim e a farm is foreclosed, the place of it* ruined owner is 
taken by another, usually a young man, who begins as a tenant pay­ 
ing low rent, or as an owner at a low valuation 
and 
consequent 
low 


overhead expense. 
The ten-year deflation of agriculture has resulted in losses running 
into the billions. Some estim ates run as high as $40,000,000,000. On the 
face of it, one would assume th a t recovery m ust be painfully slow. T h at 
doe*-, not necessarily follow. A great industrial concern which had Us 
capital depleted to th a t extent would have to face the task of replacing 
a large part of th a t depleted capital out of future earnings. Agriculture, 
although a great industry, is an industry of small owners, and to a con- 


siderable extent of changing owners. 
The greater part of the billions lost in the agricultural deflation has 
be^n charged off. It is the loss of the savings of the older generation 
and of holders of farm mortgages. Those losses will not have to be re­ 
couped before agriculture can recover. Most of them are gone and never 
will be replaced. Agriculture is more completely 
liquidated 
than 
any 
other industry and. with the coming of better times, its recovery will 


be correspondingly rapid. 
It is not easy to be philosophical about hum an misery, but neither 
the rural heartaches nor the agricultural lasses of the last ten years can 
be made whole in the way they were incurred. The most th a t can be 
hoped for is th a t a national agricultural policy may be developed th a t 
will avoid a repetition of the history of the last decade. 
The agriculture of the future is In the hands of the young people 
on the farm*. There has not been a time during the present century 
when that future wa* more promising, nor when the young m an could 
start farming with so modest an investment and so small an overhead 
expense. The one exception to th a t statem ent is taxes, and 
there 
is 
promise that even so inevitable an expense as th a t may be reduced to a 
more reasonable figure.
